Haynes Studies 
,Urban Colleges 


President Rowland Haynes vis- 
ited three municipal university 
campuses and conferred with ad- 
ministrative heads of many other 
such institutions while making a 
trip to Boston to attend the twen- 
ty-second annual meeting of the 
Association of Urban Universities 
held there the 11th and 12th of 
November. Thirty-five universities 


located in sixteen states were rep-}- 


resented at the meeting. 


The three campuses visited 
were in Akron, Cincinnati and To- 
ledo, Ohio. The Akron campus is. 
the only one located near the cen- 
ter of the downtown business sec- 
tion. The Toledo campus is about 
three and a half miles out on a 
highway similar to Dodge street 
and is about 30 minutes from the 
center of town by bus, according 
to President Haynes. This shows 
that accessibility does not neces- 
sarily mean being within -a. few 
blocks of the downtown business 
center, 


President Haynes ‘pointed out 
that the Toledo institution gets 
a smaller allotment of city funds 
than our school does and yet it 
is ‘three times as large as our 
Omaha Municipal University. He 
also . remarked that the Toledo 
university buildings: were efficient- 
ly grouped around a quadrangle. 

Haynes made a. study of the 
work-study plan used at Antioch 
College with a view toward pos- 
sibly offering such a plan here in 
the future.

The new ruling provides that 
any unmarried person who has at- 
tained the status .of a qualified 
voter and all unmarried persons 
who are dependent upon their own 
resources may enter the univer- 
sity on payment of the resident 
fees.
